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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 1 -31 9 is withdrawn. Prosecution on the merits 
of this application is reopened on claims 1-319 considered unpatentable for the reasons 
indicated below: 

a. A Supplemental Declaration to cover the errors that were corrected by 
Examiner's Amendment in the previous Office Action has not been received; 

b. Some process claims are not being tied to a particular apparatus/machine, 
which should be rejected. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Gomm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/21/2005 
has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 1 1/21/2005 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it 
is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
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knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specification 

4. The substitute specification filed 1 1/21/2005 has been entered after a Decision 
on Petition under 37 CFR 1 .183 mailed on 3/13/2006. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS : 

Claim 77: line 4: replace "device" with -[device] apparatus --. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 1-76, 105-155, and 305-319 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not 
falling within one of the four statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court 
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precedent^ and recent Federal Circuit decisions^ indicate tliat a statutory "process" 
under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to another statutory category (such as a particular 
apparatus), or (2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or material) to 
a different state or thing. While the instant claim(s) recite a series of steps or acts to be 
performed, the claim(s) neither transform underlying subject matter nor positively tie to 
another statutory category that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore 
do not qualify as a statutory process. For example, the steps of "evaluating", 
"removing" and "determining" are not tied to any particular 
apparatus/component/machine, therefore do not qualify as a statutory process. 

Similarly, independent claims 42, 105, 305, 307, and 311 do not qualify as 
statutory processes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 156-304 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
independent claims 156, 184, 216, 244, and 272 are directed to single means claims. 
A single means claim, i.e., where a means recitation does not appear in combination 
with another recited element of means, is subject to an undue breadth rejection under

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35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. In re Hyatt, 708 F.26 712, 714-715, 218 USPQ 195, 197 
(Fed. Cir. 1983) (A single means claim which covered every conceivable means for 
achieving the stated purpose was held nonenabling for the scope of the claim because 
the specification disclosed at most only those means known to the inventor.). When 
claims depend on a recited property, a fact situation comparable to Hyatt is possible, 
where the claim covers every conceivable structure (means) for achieving the stated 
property (result) while the specification discloses at most only those known to the 
inventor, (see MPEP 2164.08 (a)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 77-104 are allowed. 

1 0. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Regarding claim 77, the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, does 
not teach: 

- A processor connected to said memory unit, wherein said processor is 

programmed to:... said lowest importance value. 

Regarding claims 78-104, since these claims depend from claim 77, they are 
also allowable for the same reason.
